Dear Attorney General Gordon MacDonald:

We represent Covati & Janhsen, CPAs, PC (“C&J CPA”) with respect to a data security incident
involving the potential exposure of certain personally identifiable information described in more
detail below. C&J CPA is a Certified Public Accounting (“CPA”) Firm located in Port Jefferson,
New York. C&J CPA is committed to answering any questions you may have about the data
security incident, its response, and steps taken to prevent a similar incident in the future.

1. Nature of security incident.

C&J CPA became aware of suspicious activity associated with a corporate email account. C&J
CPA began an internal investigation and hired independent computer forensic investigators to
assist. The forensic investigators determined that an unauthorized user had gained access to one
email account.

C&J CPA’s forensic investigator conducted an in-depth review of the documents stored in the
email account to determine what personal information may have been present. On July 24, 2020,
forensics provided C&J CPA with a list of impacted individuals. From this review, it appears the
information in the account may have included names, addresses, Social Security Numbers, and
financial account information. For a limited number of individuals, dates of birth and driver’s
license numbers may also have been affected. Once C&J CPA obtained this list, significant efforts
were expended to remove duplicates and assign mailing addresses to obtain an accurate list for
notification purposes. This process was completed on October 7, 2020.

2. Number of residents affected.
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Two (2) New Hampshire residents may have been affected and were notified of the incident. A
notification letter was sent to the potentially affected individuals on October 19, 2020 via regular
mail (a copy of the form notification letter is enclosed).

3. Steps taken relating to the incident.

C&J CPA changed the password associated with the impacted email account, disabled online web
access, and implemented multi-factor authentication for remote access to email accounts.
Although there is no evidence of any misuse or fraudulent activity related to the personal
information, potentially affected individuals were offered 12 months of credit monitoring and
identity protection services through ID Experts.

4. Contact information.

C&J CPA takes the security of the information in its control seriously and is committed to ensuring
the information in its control is appropriately protected.
